For this heathen Monarch ſetteth' downe an order of drin- 
king in this common banquer, that no man ſhould ouer- 
lade his neighbour with erinke, by compelling him to take 
morethen he is able to bearc; ordaining therefore ſome 
of his chicfeſt ſeruants to be officers, and overſecrs , that 
none might be injured, but that every man vſe his pleaſure 
freely, fo as thoſe who would drinke, might drinke , bur 
thoſe who would not, ſhould not be compelled, And this 
I take to be the ſumme of ail the noceflaric obſervations, 


direQtly to be gathered out of this Scripture ; wherein an. 


order of drinking is firſt made, ( the drinking was by an or- 
der ) ſecondly pratiſed (none might compell: ) thirdly con- 
firmed ( for ſo the Kin had appointed to all the officers of his 
houſe, that they ſhould doe according to enery mans pleaſure, ) 
And in handimg of theſe points, it may bethart I ſhall bg 
{omewhat ſatyricall, while more neerely T touch the quick, 
indeed vpon the conſcience of doing my duty,rather then 
vpon the hope of preuailing with drunkards, whoſe finne 
is <as the drophie, wherein to their hurt they drinke them-

uſe,a ſinke of ſcaſualitie, a puddle of filth , by gluttony and 


drunkennefle :and therefore ſet an order both F in the mca- 


ſure, and in the $8 manner of drinking : inthe meaſure, ac- 
cording to the old law of Perſia noted by ® Xenophon, 
wherein it was enacted , that they ſhould not bring into 
their banquets the greater skinkars , leaft they ſhould 
drinke too much: In the manner, that no gueſt be yrged 
by the ſeruants attending thetable(who as /oſephz i ſaith, 
In Perfia are inſoleut in this abuſe, ) turther then his plea- 
ſure is to take :this King, therefore yiuing himlelfe for an 
example of good moderation to all other great Men, whe- 
ther ſupereminent, or ſubordinate in authoritie, that they 
ſettle,and eſtabliſh a laudable order amongli their ſubies 


as by vertue of which all honeft ſobriety may only be vſed.. 


Sobrietie, I meane;nor of mind, and iudgement,by which 
as thek Apolile ſaith: No man preſumeth to underfland 3 
which © meete to underſtand, but that be underſtand accor- 
ding to ſobrietie, as God hath dealt to enery man the meaſure 
of faith: (for eAhaſhneroſh his order did not reach lo farre, 
nor pierceſo inward ) but a ſobriety in life and in diet, 
which if it be vſed lin moderate drinking, is properly ter- 
med pypaziorns, that is, according to the true etymologie, 
m.a watchfull, and a drie ſobriety, wherein old men by ver- 


tue of their complexion ſhould excell, as then Apoſile wi- 


ſheth T 3t#s to warne, that the elder men be ſober: which 


if it be practiſed in moderaumgeating, then is it zyzjareia, 


by whicha Man hath it*in his owne power, to cat ornot to 
cate, and jn eating 9 T opat his knife to his throat, if he be 4 
man ginen to his appetite. A vertue called by a generall 
name of the Greciars (opgw(vyn : of the Latines Sobrie- 


tas : Sopew(vyn yz either becauſe , as-P Arifotle' deriueth 
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the Deuill out of him , to fit cloathed, = and (ageordyre, 
in his- right minde ; and as St, Pant did anſwere Feſtie, 
' I aw not madde , O noble Feſtus , but ſpeake the wordes of 
truth , and (CoppoCvrns) ſoberneſſe.

onto the Lord : becauſe it was the blond of the men, that went 
for it , through the haſt of the PhiliStims, in ieopardie of their 
limes: and of Tohn Baptiſt, whois * ſaidto have come, nei- 
ther eatins nor drinking (for hee , Y ſaith Salomon that ru- 
lsth his.owne minde, is better then he that winneth a Citze,) 
Bur alſo by them to bee ſerioully commended and com- 
manded to others, who at any time ſhall live yader them 
ina lkereſolution to that of 7o/bhna, * / avd my heaſe will 
ſerne the Lord, and in a-correſpondencie to Danids dili- 
oence, who ® world ſet no wicked thing before his eye ; ha- 
ting theworke of them that fail away.

D anaas his gloſſe, ) orthe furie of Nabuchadnexaar, who 
ſecking glory found ſhame (as Saint Hierom interpreteth,) 
or the poiſoning cup of errour , which the damned whore 
of Bavel cxhibiteth to the vndoing of Kings, Realmes, and 
Nations, (as the ordinarie glofſe taketh ir, ) But fince 
itis2 knownerule of trueft interpretation, 4 that that ſenſe 
is the beſt, which commeth neareſt ts the leſſer , ſs it be not re= 
prgnant to the purpoſe of the holy Ghoſt, and to the proportion 
of faith, I caanot ſee how we may properly expound this 
place by an eAllegorie noting the crueltie of the Babylonians, 
or why wee ſhould not rake the proper meaning of the 
words to be of rhe finne, and puniſhment of Drunkards as 
they plainely import, Forfrſt wee neede not vie any Alle- 
ooricall interpretations, butypon * theſe three cauſes; the 
fr when the words in themſelues Juouch ſome falſhood, 
vnleiſe there be a trope, as when it is ſaid of our Saviour;

inthe ſecond degree ; and there howſocuer it may be good 
for people dwelling in low mariſhground, and vnder a wa- 
terie climate, fuch asi G eographiers deſcribe the Sea coaſts 
of eAmeriea moſt commonly to be : yet it cannot be ſo 


conuenient for all men in our land, wherein are many of 


the ſame conflitution, whom T abaceos inflameth and drieth 
to their great hurt: Secondly if it be medicinable to ſome, 
according as learned Phyfitibns 'do preſcribe it vato their 
patients, yet the vfe of it in this manner of recetuing is rare 
and ſcandalous, are: becauſe the very & ſnd;ans themſclues 
veric ſeldome doe thus take it, but either by chewing the 
leafe; or drying it into powder, or applying it greene inte 
bodily wounds : ſcandalous, beth in the originall and the 
end, In the originall for that ſo the Diuell! appointed their 
chiefe Prictt to take T abacco, that by the firength thereof 
being intoxicate, he might giue.the anfwere of matters de- 
maunded according vnto the moftabhominable illuſion, 
In the end, forthey take it to make them flceepe , even as 
many amongſt ys in a lewde exceflc of riot, draw T abacco 
and drinke wine: drinke wine and draw T abacce,as if their
